FARMER SHOULD HAVE SOME PLUM TREES i

Excellent Varieties of Plums.

(By E. LITTLE.)

From the time of the early sottle.
ments and more partieularly since
the wild groves began to disappear,
superior varieties of wild plums have
been carefully selected and improved
by bringing them under cultivation
Among the standard varieties now
offered for eale by nurserymen and
generally grown there are many
which have thus originated.

The plum may be propagated either
by budding or by root grafting. In
genernl practice the former s the
more successful, the work being done
at the close of the active growing
period. The Marianpna and Myrobalan
plums, and the peach, are often used
in southern and eastern nurseries for
plum stocks. Thege are not recom-
mended for use in the more northern
climates because they lack the hardl
ness negcessary In the colder zones,
In top grafting the plum, it is impor-
tant that the stock and the clon be-
long to the same or a closely related
gpecies. If this is not the case the
union is apt to be unsatisfactory, and
the tree becomes poorly developed
and is short Mved. For the American
varieties, stocka of the native species
should be used. Miner is highly rec-
ommended as a stock for the Ameri-
can plums by many growers.

The Americana plum abounds
throughout the prairie regions and
does weall on black prairie soil, as well
as on heavy clay soils along streams.
S0 long as the drainage is reasonably
good, this type of plum does well on
a wide range of eoils,

Under average conditions, spring Ia
the best time for planting plum trees.
In exceptional seasons with a favor
able molsture supply, (ull planting
may be done with success, providing
the work is done early so that the
trées may become re-established be-
fore winter sets ®h. Often, however,
the moisturs supply in the fall Is an
uncertaln quantity, and if the ground
is at all dry the tree which has been
recently disturbed is likely to suffer
severely during the winter.

The distance apart to plant depends
somewhat on the variety and also on
the type of sofl. Gensrally elghteen
to twenty feet apart gives ample room.

The plum naturally produces a thick,
dense growth, eventually resulting In
an excese of frult spurs and a heavily-
shaded top. Under such conditions
the fruit is liable to be poorly colored,
and the dense shade tends to maintain
a damp atmosphers which encourages
the development Bf plum fruit rot.
Sufficlent pruning should be done to
correct this tendency. Any cross
branches should be removed.

The problem of what varletles to
plant is primarily a local one. The
prospective planter will do well to
consult some successful grower of his
home community and make a careful
study during the frulting season.

The many ways in which plums may
be prepared for the home table, and
the distinctive characteristics pos-
sessed by some of the varieties mak
ing them especially well adapted for
culinary vse, mukes careful selection
of young trees necessary.

SUPERIOR PLAN FOR
CARING FOR MANURE

Most Good Is Derived From the
Fertilizer When Applied as
Fresh as Possible.

We apply our manure as fresh as
posgible. Some may advocate well-
rotted manure, but I belleve the most
good is realized when the manure s
applied fresh. Most of our manure {s
applied to hilly ground which is a
compact heavy clay.

Our cropping rotation is a three-year
one of clover, corn, then wheat, and
it is our practice to apply most of the

manure on the clover sod that is to
be broken for corn the following |
spring, says a writer in Farmers’ Re- |
view. When thé ground is dry or|
frozen we sometimes haul manure in
the spring prior to the plowing of the
sod. But the ground is usually wet in
the spring and if a load s hauled
across It, it puddles and a lot of hard
clods are the result.

Lately we have treated our wheat
ground with a top-dressing of manure
in the fall. For this purpose we use
logse, fresh manure from the stables,
{t i8 rich and, having less coarsge mat-
.er, is easlly distributed. When the
wheat 18 to be sown in plowed ground,
we find It better to apply the manure

setween plowing and seeding. In this
way, harrowlng thoroughly incorpo-
rates the manure with the soil. One

disadvantage in this 18 the inereased
labor required in drawing the load
across the plowed ground. Another
thing, very coarse manure cannot be
worked up in this way.

We have derived special benefit
from top-dressing the wheat after it Is
sown. We have suffered much from
the winter's freezing heaving the soll
and exposing the roots of the plants
to the cold. A top-dressing offers pro-
tection in this and it acts as much,
alding In conserving molsture during
dry periods later in the plant's growth.

A decided benefit from manure thus
applied to wheat in the fall {8 that the
immedlately available fertility is ap
propriated by the young plants which

permits them to obtain a good growth
bafore winter. As the less readily
available portions becoms soluble In |
the spring, they will be taken up and |
utilized by the growing plunts. Our
wheat ground Is usually sown to ¢lo-
ver. The elowly decomposing manure
thus promotes its growth as waoll as
the wheat

e

Exercise Greatest Cleanliness in
All Phases of the Chick-
en’s Career.

Use nothing but constitutionally
strong breeding stock.

Sell nothing but well fattened broil-
ers,

Provide fresh pir in
house,

The day of shipping live brollers,
water them only., Do not feed,

In shipping dressed brollers, pack
in neat, clean packages. Always al
low the animal heat to escape before
packing.

The quicker yon get the chick to
broiler welght, the greater the profit.

Do not overieed, and make them #x
ercise enough to prevent leg-weak-
negs,

Exercise the greatest cleanliness in
all phases of the broller's life, from
egg to marketable size. This is one of
the most fmportant of the factors
necessary for sucoess.

Never chill the eggs bhefore hatch-
Ing, and exercise equal ecare not to al
low the chicks to get cold for the first
slx weeks,

Kill all the weak and sick specl
mens as soon as discovered.

Keep chicks and surroundings dry
at all times.

Use plenty of disinfectant in bropd-
er and pens regularly

In feeding the chicks keep them
guesking all the tlme.

Make Cold Weather Months as
Near Spring and Summer
as Is Possible.

When the flock of laying hens fis
provided with clean, roomy and wel
ventilated quarters there I8 no reason

why every hen on the place will nol
lay an average of four dozen cggs be
fore the apring opens and favorable
weather begins. This i the one greal
source of income which might be
profitably conducted by the average
farmer during the cold months, Yel
the time required need not he more
than an hour to every 100 hens on the

place. Each 100 hens should be made
to lay four dozen eggs a day from the
first 6r middle of Decembar to the
middle of March, when the output
will inerease with less labor.

When poultrymen and farmers real
i@ that the sooner they follow na-
ture's plan and make the winter
months as near llke spring and sum
mer months, the sooner they will re
nlize the height of thelr amblition—
winter egge. It 18 all simple If given
a little thought. Using the gray mat
ter In your skull will make you a sue
cesaful poultryman.
